Guennady Moisseev (KTM) ran away 
with the Italian 250cc World 
Championship Motocross GP on 
May 8, adding another 30 points to his 
point standings. Second in the 
standings, Bultaco's Harry Everts 
scored a second placing in the first 
moto but did not place in the top 10 in 
round two. Everts’ 12-1 championship 
point total for the day kept him in 
second, but Vladimir Kavinov (KTM) 
gained slightly with a 9-2 finish, good 
for 14 points, 


Unofficially, the 250cc World 
Championship MX point standings 
read as follows: 1. Moisseev (96); 2. 
Everts (74); 3. Kavinov (64). 


Sketchy reports from the Scottish Six 
Day Trials which concluded on May 8 
show Martin Lampkin (Bul) and 
Malcolm Rathmell (Mon) finishing 1- 
2. Californian Bernie Schreiber (Bul) 
continued to astound the trials world. 
Although he finished “only” 11th, 
Schreiber was presented the Best 
Newcomer award and the Best Day 
(Tuesday) award. American Marland 
Whaley (Hon) finished 13th and 
defending World Champion  Yrjo 
Vesterinen (Bul) finished 14th. 


In West Germany, Herbert 
Rittberger (Kre) took the 50cc 
event with Pierpeolo Bianchi (Mor) 
winning the 125cc class. Christian 
Sarron (Yam) scored his first GP/ 
victory in the 250cc event while in 
350cc competition — Takazumi 
Katayama (Yam) and Giacomo 
Agostini finished 1-2 as the pair 
debuted a new  three-cylinder 
Yamaha in winning form. Rolf 
Billand (Yam) scored first in the 
sidecar event. 


Rumors abounded at the GP that it 
would. be announced in a press 


conference May 10 that Steve Baker 
will contest the Isle of Man TT. Our 
GP scribe, Chris Carter, informs us 
that the possibility of Baker riding the 
TT is very unlikely. 


Meriden Motorcycles Ltd., and 
Norton-Villiers-Triumph Ltd. 
announced that Meriden has 
secured the world marketing and 
distribution rights for all Triumph 
motorcycles and spare parts. For 
the U.S., they have formed a 
subsidiary company called 
Triumph Motorcycle America, Inc. 
Ms. Brenda Price has been 
appointed president of the 
company; Tom Cates will head 
sales; Tom Tyron, engineering 
parts and service and Ron Wyman, 
operations and finance. For now, 
Triumph will operate from the old 
NVT offices in Anaheim, Calif., but 
will move in July to Placentia. 


The agreement provides for the 
repurchase by Meriden of all 
Triumph Bonneville motorcycles 
manufactured by Meriden and 
owned by NVT. The present 
arrangements are the best 
alternative to any attempt at 
renewal of the production contract 
for another period with the 
Meriden workers co-operative. 


Bryon Farnsworth, Kawasaki's 
Evaluation Manager, is out of the 
hospital. While leading his race in the 
Dinosaur Run, a four stroke race, he 
got off hard, suffering a broken arm, 
broken wrist, bruised: kidney, 
concussion and possible torn ligaments 
in his shoulder. We're relieved that 
Bryon is improving. 


Yamaha rented the Santa Clara 
Fairgrounds (better known as San 
Jose) mile track last Thursday 
(May 5) for a test session. Present 
besides Kenny Roberts and his 
new mile bike were Mert Lawwill, 
Mike Kidd, and Skip Aksland. 
Kenny’s 9,600 r.p.m.-Yamaha was 
the fastest bike at the sorting-out 
session, but the big surprise was 
the appearance of Mark Brelsford. 
Wearing  Aksland's boots and 
leather pants, Kidd's leather top 
and helmet, Brelsford took 14 
laps. According to eyewitness Bill 
Spencer, Brelsford looked just like 
the National Champion he once 
was. 





Scott Autrey of Bellflower, Cal. has 
been appointed as the American 
representative in qualifing rounds for 
the 1977 1000 Meter Sand Track 
World Championships. Autrey will 
take part in a qualifing round at 
Jubek, West Germany, on May 15. 
The top nine riders in the event will 
advance to a semifinal round on 
August 7, also in West Germany. The 
top eight riders of that semifinal will 
advance to the world finials scheduled 
for Sept. 11 at Aalborg, Poland. 


DG Teamster Mike Bell was a 
victim of a sleepy driver mishap on 
the road back from the Hangtown 
National. His motorhome and 
trailer, driven by mechanic Ted 
Boyko, drifted onto the shoulder of 
the road, swerved back and the 
support trailer full of bikes flipped. 
No one was injured but the 
accident postponed Bell’s quest 
for a national title until 1978, when 
we expect him to be a rider to 
contend with.

4, Items F and H, which state that a 
Check will be eliminated for: 
l. Failure of timing device (plus or 
minus 10 seconds), or 2. Mileage error 
of plus or minus one-tenth mile. The 
protest of the two checks was 
disallowed; the results were calculated 
and sent out. 

Larry Langley, John Townsend, 
T.W. Swets, and Jerry Counts made a 
formal protest to the District 37 
Competition Committee on the lack of 
mileage markers every five miles. The 
Committee upheld the protest and 
threw out the Langley selected checks 
"F" and “I,” moving up Langley from 
42nd to seventh position. 

Why should any checks be thrown 
out for lack of mileage markers? Why 
should checks "F" and "I" be thrown 
out?

This letter was prompted by 
everyone's joy concerning the proposed 
purchase of Hungry Valley as an 
O.R.V. site. I have been involved all 
along; I wrote letters, I sent telegrams, 
I belong to M.O.R.E., the AMA, and 
have visited all of the proposed 
O.R.V. sites. I have done all of this 
because of my love for the sport of 
motorcycling and in hopes that more 
areas — not less, will be made 
available to us. 

I have used Hungry Valley as access 
to the Los Padres National Forest trail 
system for almost 10 years, so I know 
the area well. The main reason I don't 
ride in the valley is because of the 
area's total lack of varied riding 
terrain which has led to heavy impact 
on the environment and dangerous 
conditions with traffic.

I 
think about it and get sick, people just 
don't care enough to fight for good 
riding areas.

Ft. Hood Two-Day Trials 


Team Army 
maneuvers to 
victory in Texas 
flood

FT. HOOD, TX, APR. 30-MAY 1 


It had been thundershowering intermittently 
for 14 hours as the flip card turned over to :01 
at 8:01 a.m. on Saturday morning. The first 
riders left the starting area to begin Day One 


of the Ft. Hood Two-Day Qualifier. 
The sky was black, pierced by 
lightning. The rain came down in a 
steady drizzle as riders continued to 
leave when their start mumbers came 
up. No one was really looking forward 
to almost 180 miles of rocky terrain, 
muddy tank trails, slick hills and tricky 
river crossings. Some 300 riders were 
entered, many trying to do well 
enough to qualify themselves for ISDT 
scheduled for Czechoslovakia this fall. 

A mud field just 50 yards from the 
start was an indication of what was to 
come: many bikes were already stuck. 
Some riders tried to cross a nearby 
creek to avoid the field, only to drown 
out. Eventually, a safe path around 
the impound area and through the 
parking lot got the riders out to the 
trail. 


The starting numbers reached thé 
60s before riders who had left almost 
an hour before began to trickle back to 
the starting area with stories of 
impassable river-crossings. Flash 
flooding had raised the normally two- 
feet-deep streams which criss-crossed 
the trails to anywhere from five to 10 
feet deep. 


Donald Cichocki was one of the 
early numbers to return first. “The 
water looked like raging rapids. 
Everywhere was chest deep. I saw five 
guys trying to carry a bike across. Even 
if you found a bridge across it was 
useless, because the trail would turn 
around and route you across again.” 


One of those riders trying to carry 
his bike across was Team Penton's Ted 





Liembach. “Tom Penton, Mike Rosso, 
another guy and I carried our bikes 
across the same river crossing twice. 
‘The water was up to our tits. 100 yards 
down the trail after crossing the first 
time, we were routed back to cross the 
‘river again.” 
| "Rick Grant found out that his 
Hercules floats!” laughed teammate 
- Dwight Rudder. But other riders 
weren't as lucky. Some had ridden 
blindly into the rivers thinking they 
were passable and were swept away by 
the swift current. Luckily, in spite of 
heavy riding gear and tool bags 
strapped to their waists, no riders 
drowned. Some riders spent the entire 
.day trying to locate their lost bikes 
[somewhere downstream of where they 
‘tried to cross. 

Malcolm Smith wisely decided not 
“to try when, “I saw one rider's head go 
bobbin’ down the river past me.” 

Not believing the Ft. Hood Dirt 
Riders would route him through an 
impassable river, Penton's Jeff Hill 
found what he thought was a fairly 
shallow crossing when, "I found myself 
sitting on the bike going sideways 
downstream. I traveled 100 yards 
before I was able to get off the bike 
and pull it up on a bank.” 

When he came up on the first river 
crossing, Jack Penton saw some of the 
earlier riders being washed down 
stream. “Nearby was a sign that said, 
‘23 people have drowned at Ft. Hood, 
will you be number 24?’ and I said to 
myself — no way baby!” Jack didn’t try 
to cross, but teammate Carl Cranke 
did. Carl got his bike to the other side, 
dried out the water and got his bike 
running again, but sand and dirt 
quickly destroyed the bearings, forcing 
the ISDT star to retire his brand new 
bike. 

With more and more riders 
returning to the start with stories of 
what was happening out on the trail, 
the American Motorcyclist 
Associations (AMA) Al Eames 
decided to cancel the run. The lucky 
riders were the ones with numbers of 
77 or higher who hadn’t left the start 
yet. Scouting parties were set out to 
check out the course and inform as 
many riders as possible to return to the 
impound area. 

It was determined that the only 
ridable part of the course was last 27 
miles, which contained mainly tank 
trails and two cross-country special 
terrain tests. The new plan was for the 
trials to restart at 1:00 p.m. 

The rain had let up by then, and 
riders were given 15 minutes in the 
work area to try and repair their bikes 
before they followed 15 miles of paved 
and dirt roads out to the usable 
portion of the course. 

Finishing the run on Saturday 
afternoon were 86 riders, half of which 
failed to zero the checks and lost their 
gold medals. The most difficult

obstacle proved to be a steep hill, slick 
with mud, that turned into a 
bottleneck whenever one or two riders 
stalled in the line. 

For the riders who did zero the run, 
times in the two terrain tests would 
determine their scores. The terrain 
tests would not be used on Sunday 
because it was thought they would 
become too impassable and 
dangerous, with the mud and rocks, so 
Saturday's test times became doubly 
important. 

Unfortunately, the terrain tests 
couldn't be considered a fair factor in 
determining scores. The first test in 
particular, located 200 yards from the 
first check, saw groups of as many as 
five riders all on the same number 
— arriving at the start at the same 
time. Rather then space the riders out, 
the timers sent all the riders into the 
test as fast as they could copy down 
their numbers and times. One group 
of five riders was sent into the test only 
three seconds apart. Things were too 
confused to be accurate at the start or 
finish of the test. On the special test's 
tight trails it was difficult to pass. 
Riders who you'd expect to set the 
fastest times, like Jack Penton, were 
beaten by as much as 60 seconds by 
unknown riders who never even came 
close to showing up at the checks on 
time. 

Not to take anything away from his 
outstanding performance though, 
Team Army's Bob Messer posted 
fastest times in the two special tests 
with his 400 Maico to take the lead in 
trials at the end of Saturday's ride. 
With the special test not being used on 
Sunday, all Messer had to do was zero 
the checks, but even that proved 
harder then it sounds. Among the top 
riders who didn't finish Saturday were 
Ted Liembach, who beat ' brother 
Dane in the special tests, but houred- 
out near the end of the run when he 
had to replace a stuck throttle cable 
then later got sucked up in a mud 
hole. Honda's Rick Munyon was 
running on time when he houred-out 
in a mud hole, just a mile from the 
finish. Frank Gallo lost the ignition in 
his Team Penton bike. 

Sunday morning dawned cloudy, 
and even though it would turn sunny 
later in the day, it was difficult to 
judge the weather for the 8:00 a.m. 
start, so it was decided to run the same 
27 mile section as used on Saturday, 
only backwards. Some riders decided 
not to start the second day. 

Al Eames justified his decision for 
running the shortened course again on 
Sunday, "If we were just dealing with 
“Six Days’ riders we might have used 
the whole course. They wouldn't mind 
the difficult terrain. and the 
punishment on their bikes. But in 
favor of a reasonable contest, without 
putting undo hardship on the 
privateers who have to buy their own

bikes and parts, it was shortened." 

Messer zeroed Sunday's ride easily, 
and with his fastest special test times 
from Saturday, posted the best score of 
the weekend to win the trials overall 
and the Open class. "It was sort of a 
bummer to do well here at Ft. Hood," 
said Messer later, "because people will 
think I cheated. I've never seen most of 
the course though. I knew I hàd to do 
well in the special tests yesterday. 
When I started this morning and knew 
I was leading, I got so tense I got stuck 
in the first waterhole!" 


Some of the other top ISDT riders 
were hoping for another shot at Messer 
on Sunday. Among them was Kevin 
LaVoie, who finished second in the 
Open class behind the Team Army 
rider and fourth overall. "I wanted 
them to run the special tests again," 
said LaVoie. "I wanted a second 
chance at Messer." 

The only top rider to go out on the 
second day was Jeff Gerber on his 
Team Hercules bike. Gerber was 
second in 200cc class behind Penton's 
Dane Liembach after Saturday, but 
his bike took on water Sunday and 
wouldn't restart. Baja racer Al Baker 
had done well on Saturday with his 
Team Yamaha bike, but was 
penalized Sunday morning on a 
technicality. After leaving the start he 
didn't know he had to travel to the 22- 
yard marker before he could stop to 
put on his gloves. 

With Teddy Liembach's DNF, and 
the other top Penton riders split up 
into A and B teams, the top factory 
team for the weekend proved to be 
Maico with their riders Barry Higgins, 
Lars Larson and Billy Uhl. The 
winning club team included Ed 
Schmidt, Dave Mungenast and Stan 
Rubottom from St. Louis Honda. 

Since the Army sponsored the Ft. 
Hood, Two Day Trials, and it was won 


overall by an Army rider, it is 
appropriate to mention a few things 
about the team. The three team riders 
are Joe Paradis, Nate Pillsbury and 
Bob Messer. Ft. Hood winner Messer 
said he wrote the officer in charge of 
the U.S. Army motorcycle racing team 
to promote his riding ability and make 
sure there would be a place on the 
team for him before he ever even 
joined the Army. The team's main job 
is public relations and they spend 
much of the year traveling around the 
county putting on things like 
motorcycle riding and safety clinics at 
high schools. Maico furnishes the bikes 
to the riders, with the Army paying for 
parts and traveling expenses. 

It sounds like a great job. They 
might even be looking for a few more 
good men. Appreciation goes out to 
Generals Patterson and Shoemaker 
who made everything at Ft. Hood 
possible, the 1st Calvery Division who 
sponsored the event, Major Colston 
who commanded it, and the Ft. Hood 
Dirt Riders who put it all together.

Brooks wins Sled

Brooks had a slim lead over second 
place Bob Gilbert as they cleared the 
bomb, then blasted into the sand wash 
that hooked to the left leading into the 
foothills to the right and behind Victor 
Pass. Cresting the trail that dumped 
into the sand canyon, Brooks, who 
looked like a lumberjack as he 
substituted a plaid shirt for a jersey, 
had about a 15-yard lead over Gilbert 
who had about the same distance on 
third place Max Eddy. The next bike 
was ridden by Rover Mark Stormes, 
who had fast DRA rider Tom Kelly 
right on his fender. Before the riders 
got into the left-hand sand canyon the 
trail had an abrupt dip that put a lot 
of riders braking ability tothe test. 

Chuck Pettigrew, recovering nicely 
from a six-kick start, propelled his 
IWheelsmith mount through the 
canyon and out of sight before Bill 
Saltzman appeared; followed by Bob 
Quibedeaux; then first senior Bruce 
Lewellyn of Dez M.C.; Desert Knight 

im Edmondson, who is riding out of 
Dick Allen’s Yamaha; Joel Stankovich; 
Brian Wright; John Prater, Jr. (first 
amateur); and Ron Bebo. 


The course ran out across the valley ` 


basin into a reddish rocky mining 
area. Making an S-type turn to avoid a 
asty hole on the right, the trail 
dropped over the side of the rocky 
downhill and turned left at the 
bottom, catching the corner of a small 
dry lake. 





Making the proper gear selection 
the racers made it up the steep sand- 
and-rock uphill. At this point, Nate 
Sciaqua was trying to close the gap 
between him and first-place John 
Prater, who had a five-bike lead. Steve 
Ekhardt and Alan Thomas navigated 
the off-cambr, left-handed sand hill. 
From this point on, the terrain was 
completely unfamiliar to the riders. 

The beginner/novice start got 
underway with Rodney Busse of the 
Rovers. leading second place STeve 
Nicholson by so much that one has to 
believe Busse borrowed atransporter 
from Star Trek. Third to the sand 
canyon was David Chase at second

10-foot embankment, the racers were 
on an area of table-top plateaus, 
except for a few down and up 
crossovers. At this point, Tom Kelly 
moved his KTM into third place, 
trailing Ogilvie. Brian Wright moved 
up behind Chuck Pettegrew at fifth 
while the four stroke king Dwane 
Carter moved up 19 positions to sixth 
ahead of Mark Stormes and Max 
Eddy, who managed to lose a footpeg. 
As Maicos don’t have wide side cases 
for foot placement, Max had his 
problems. 

By the time the novices reached this 
area, Rodney Busse managed to get 
off three times, letting Steve Nicholson 
by for the lead. Gary Tone of the 
Antelope Ramblers followed suit, as 
did Art Grajeda, Chris Gray (who 
moved up from around 30th to 
fourth), -and George Erl, first C. 
Nickolson had a good enough lead he 
could enjoy the playground the Sleds 
found at Iron Ridge. In and out of 
short neat sand washes, ridge running 
on a fire break type road that led to a 
couple of down hills, the type that 
tend to make one’s kidneys work all by 
themselves. Nickolson didn’t have this 
problem, though, and managed to 
navigate his Saltzman Husky out of the 
abrupt exits at the foot of the downhill 
roads.

after climbing around the wall and 
worked their way through the moto- 
type wash. Down shifting very quickly, 
McEvoy led the other two riders up the 
very steep embankment for a short 
ridge run. Clearing this, the racers 
picked up the first used section of trail 
on the course since the first downhill. 
The trail was fast and neat with 
gradual rollers that kept the front end 
light, and just enough ess turns to 
make it safe and interesting. 

By this time, Tom Brooks had 
cleared the super neat flat land 
sandwash that would stoke anyone 
riding it. Brooks crested a saddle back 
ridge, and dialed his Competition 
Services Cycle across the two bomb run 
areas, (the trail paralleled Bessedmer 
mine road). Entering the small 
mountains from the rear Brooks hit a 
section where he could have used a 
trials bike. From this point it was a 
straight shot for home check and the 
pits in full view three miles away. 
Following Brooks into the pits was 
Bruce Ogilvie on a brand new Can- 
Am, a brand new flat rear tire and an 
expansion chamber wagging like a 
happy dog's tail. Tom Kelly was next 
keeping ahead of Pettegrew, then it 
was Wright, Carter, Stormes, Eddy, 
Saltzman, Quibodeaux, Prater and 
Davis. Dean Hart still led the C bikes 
three spots ahead of Gary Willens. 
Charlie Hamill had a real good race 
going with Prospector Kevin Hopkins. 
Kevin pitted two positions behind 
Hamill and took off out towards the 
rock pile to the right going right past 
the Checkers front door on into the 
rollers. 

The novices pitted without any 
problems, then the white plates and 
trail novices raced for the finish. First 
overall was a pie plater named Dave 
Wright who was fifth at the bomb 
overall, and rode the whole race on a 
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loose exhaust pipe. 


Bruce Ogilvie switched to Can-Am, took second overall in spite of a 








front flat. Second overall, first 250, 
was Mr. Consistent, Steve Isenhower, 
followed by Dave Ahuero (first heavy); 
Wayne Drapero (second 250; Harold 
Mackelroy (second heavy). First trail 
was Zuba the Rover, followed by Dan 
Theel, Paul Krause, then Art Guman. 

Just about the time the novices 
started to get angry about the gobs of 
whoops and rollers, the trail led off to 
the right through some deep sand.

Second overall 
despite the flat and loose expansion 
chamber, Bruce Ogilvie really loves his 
Terry kit in his Marzocchi forks.

Can a rider who isn't national 
caliber teach people to go fast? On the amateur level, yes. 





The Keith Code Rider Improvement 


Program: 


Can “going 
faster” be taught?

I didn’t always believe that a rider could learn 
to radically improve his lap times — and his 
finishing positions in amateur road races — by 


sitting 


hours. It sounds unlikely. Incredibly, 
not only is it possible, but the Keith 
Code Rider Improvement Program 
did just that for me. And, judging by 
improved performances of other 
graduates, the system taught by Code 
has worked equally as well for them 

Try this on for size: Another student 
took seven seconds off his Ontario 
Motor Speedway long course lap times 
after his sessions with Code. Before 
and after, the student rode the same, 
identical, nothing-changed 
motorcycle. The experience is not 
atypical. 

Already, this sounds like a paid 
advertisement. It isn't. Some riders 
find what is stated above hard to 
believe. It is. Still, the Keith Code 
Rider Improvement Program taught 
me to deal with my uncertainties and 
inconsistencies. It helped me become 
an aggressive, confident, capable-of- 
winning club racer in a very short 
time. 


When I talk about being capable of 
winning, I don’t mean on little 
production bikes with top speeds of 
less than 100 miles per hour. There 
isn't much of a trick to riding a 125 
fast around Ontario, or even to 
winning 32 straight races on a DKW. 
Instead, I'm talking about riding fast 
machines capable of going faster than 
130 m.p.h., especially big-bore street 
bikes. 

After finishing Keith Code's course, 
I took six seconds off my previous best 
lap time on the Ontario long course, 
riding the same bike before and after. 
More important, I was able to 
understand what made the difference; 
how to pilot a fast bike around at a 
good clip; and what to do when 
unforseen problems came up. The 
result: a large improvement in 
consistency, reducing typical lap time 
variances in a 10-lap race from eight 
seconds to one second. My old 
personal lap time record was an 


in a room with an instructor for three 











uncompetitive Superstreet 2:23 on the 
long course. My post-course personal 
lap time record stands today at 
2:17.36, and consistent 2:18s are no 
problem. That time was faster than 
the Open Supercafe (Superstreet) 
winner's time on May I and was fast 
enough to win the Open/600cc Four 
Stroke GP combined race overall, in 
front of an 845cc GS750 Suzuki (which 
finished fourth in the AFM Six Hour 
Open class behind three teams of 
AMA professionals) and several other 
much quicker, larger motorcycles. My 
machine? A 500cc CB400F Honda. 

Enough testimonial. Who is this 
Keith Code, and how does he teach 
riders to go faster? 

Code, 31, was until recently a club- 
racer-tuned-pro. Riding a 
Racecrafters Z1 last July, Code led the 
American Motorcyclist Assn. (AMA) 
Superbike Production race at Laguna 
Seca for several laps, eventually 
finishing second behind Superbike 
Production Champion Reg Pridmore. 

It was Code’s best-ever ride, and he 
hasn't been able to do anything since 
at Superbike Production races. Code 
admits he isn't national caliber, and 
that he needs much more practice 
riding Superbikes before he will be, 
Last week, he lost his Racecrafters 
sponsorship to Pridmore. 

But at the same time, Code is 
confident about his course. “After a 
rider has an understanding of the 
fundamentals of road racing,” says 
Code, “then it's all his personal ability 
after that. His ability will get him as 
far as he will go. The point is, he's 
severely limited in what he can do 
without understanding. 

“If you take 10 riders of equal 
ability," continues Code," and five 
understand the basics of road racing, 
and five have *misunderstoods' in their 
road racing concepts, the riders who 
understand will consistently beat the 
riders who do not understand the 
basics. That 's what my course is all 
about — teaching the basics and 
giving riders a short cut to develop 
their abilities." 

Code's program - which 
admittedly is based upon his following 
of the Church of Scientology's systems 
of gauging human performance — 
consists of three parts. 

The $50 Basic Rider course is just 
that — basic. It covers the parts and 
functions of a motorcycle, and what it 
feels like to operate one. It gets the 
student thinking about the piece of 
machinery between their legs. 

The $125 Qualified Rider course 
follows the Basic Rider course, and 
includes sections entitled: How To Go 
Fast; The Barriers to Improvement; 
Barriers — The Remedy; What You 
See; A Note on Steering; About 
Brakes; How to Fall. 

A third part of the course is on-track 
supervision. (It's included in the $125 
Qualified Rider course fee ) Code 
normally takes students out to Willow 
Springs Raceway for practice and 
instruction. I didn't get a chance to 
take this part of the program, and 
went racing with just the classroom 
section under my belt. It took three 
hours for me to finish the classroom 
parts of the program, but how much 
time is spent is up to the individual 
student. 

The secrets they really aren't 
secrets, but the basics every club racer 
needs to, but rarely does, know — lie 
in the written materials. Taking the 
course is a bizarre, one-on-one 
student/teacher interchange 
punctuated by lots of looking up words 
in a dictionary. Code makes sure 
students understand every word, in 
every course section. 

Gems of information pop up, with 
explanation and demonstration: 

“Defining where you do something 
gives you a stable place to move out 
from. 
























“The barriers that come up are the 
stepping stones to your objective 
going fast. 

“The method of understanding is: 
define; demonstrate; apply. 

“Basic topics that difficulties fall 
under are: track layout unclear; 
procedure unclear; sequence unclear; 
dangerous part of track; attention 
fixed on one thing. 


“Confidence is the ability to 
predict.” 
The course teaches riders to 


recognize problems which hinder their 
efforts to go faster; to analyze the 
problem and to apply the 
appropriate fundamentals to 
overcome these problems.

[he biggest thing I got out of the 
course was confidence. There are, as 
might be expected, competitors who 
doubt seriously that Keith Code can 
teach them anything. They may be 
right. : 


But, lately at Ontario, one of the 
most vocal detractors of the Keith 
Code Rider Improvement Program 
has been seeing a view of my 500cc 
CB400F that he and his 1,000cc 
Kawasaki used to never encounter: the 
rear tire, rapidly fading into the 
distance ahead. e.

It’s time for The Mile 
1977 will mark the sixth anniversary of mile 


action at the Santa Clara Fairgrounds in San 
Jose, California. In those preceding five years, 


San Jose 


has built up a reputation for some of 
the best and most exciting close high 
speed racing seen on the AMA Grand 
National Championship 
circuit . . . and even closer finishes. 
There is little wonder why many refer 
to San Jose as THE. MILE. 

One could argue that Indianapolis 
or Syracuse is more deserving of that 
title since each produces its own 
special type of racing. But in any case, 
all dirt track fans will agree that there 
is no racing like the mile for sheer 
action. 

San Jose has been as a barometer for 
the season and the AMA Grand 
National championship since it 
became the opening dirt track in 1974. 
Sure, the double Nationals at Houston 
have served as a kick-off to the new 
year, and no one will argue that the 
Daytona road race holds a special 
meaning for many. But to the true dirt 
track fan, the chase for the Camel Pro 
Series doesn't start until San Jose. 

San Jose, besides being exciting, is 
also a battleground for riders and 
tuners. You either have horsepower or 
you don't. Reputations are made and 
destroyed at San Jose, for it is there 
that a rider with just that ever-so-slight 
extra edge, that one more horsepower, 
can become tomorrow's hero. 
"Nobody remembers second place," 
one veteran is fond of saying. 

No privateer has won the opening 
mile at San Jose. (The facility hosts 
three stops on the AMA Grand 
National Championship/Camel Pro 
Series circuit this season with spring 
and fall National miles sandwiching a 
mid-summer half mile National.) 
Former (factory sponsored) winners 
when only a single event was held 
include BSA-mounted Jim Rice in '72 
and  Triumph-sponsored Gene 
Romero in 73. In 1974 the track was 
granted two mile dates with Yamaha's 





as it is known to riders and fans — 


Kenny Roberts collecting a victory in 
the Spring event and Harley- 
Davidson's Gary Scott taking the Fall 
race. 

Harley-Davidson has dominated the 
event since then, with teamsters Greg 
Sassaman and Rex Beauchamp taking 
the wins in 75. Beauchamp became 
the first two-time winner at San Jose 
with his victory in the opening mile 
of 1976. Jay Springsteen, on his way to 
the championship, added his name to 
the list of San Jose winners in the final 
mile of last season. 

By the time you read this, the 
gathering of talent at San Jose will 
have already begun. The anticipation 
and speculation of who and how and 
why will dominate the thought of those 
entered and those watching. 

If you're a gambling person, would 
you bet that the onc-lap qualifying 
record will edge very near 100 mph? 
Would you bet that the race record for 
the 25-mile National will also edge 
very close to the century mark? 

The combination of Goodyear's DT 
II tires (created specifically for mile 


use, and which have a year's use and, 


updating behind them) and the 
wizardy of track preparation maestro 
Harrold Murrell point to new 
qualifying and racing records. 

This year Murrell faced one of his 
biggest challenges in preparing the 
track. A severe drought has gripped 
portions of California and led to 
restrictions on water use. Murrell's 
answer? Fill water truck with salt water 
from the ocean since calcium is a big 
ingredient in a well-groomed and 
dust-free surface. The sweeping turns 
and long straights should be in perfect 
shape. 

Though the race is 25 miles long, 
the winner, more often than not, has 
been decided in the final few hundred 
feet where experience, saavy and that 





little extra edge mean all... or 
nothing. 

The favorites? To each his own. 

Jay Springsteen returns to San Jose 
with the Number One plate to seek his 
second victory on the track. Although 
he hasn't really warmed up yet with 
any pre-San Jose racing, Jay has a 
reputation of being quick to get back 
into the groove. His last outing on the 
XR750 was at Houston. Bill Werner 
will again be fine-tuning Jay's Harleys 
and extracting whatever it takes to get 
the job — winning — done. 

Kenny Roberts is the mystery man 
this year. He is starting fresh with a 
new bike and a new team. Kenny's 
miler will sport a monoshock frame to 
reduce weight and hopefully increase 
the ability of the machine to put the 
horsepower on the ground. Tuners 
Babe DeMay and Nick Deligiansis 
have already added a few "secret" 
touches, according to Kenny. Roberts 
has also reportedly done some testing 
at San Jose to get the bike in the best 
possible condition to win. For Kenny, 
the race will be an indication’ of his 
chances to recapture the crown. 

Gary Scott, with his Evel Knievel 
backing and a sensational season 
behind him, has had to endure a 
mediocre start for 1977. Scott's good 
luck, which rarely failed him last year, 
has been absent so far. In the four 
Nationals run this season Scott earned 
just one championship point and that 
does not sit well with him. Scott's 
performances in the few early season 
dirt track events in the East have not 
been that positive either. Scott's 
philosophy of being there at the finish 
rather than trying all out for a win 
may change this year. 

Corky Keener. entering his third 
season as a Harley teamster, is a threat 
in any dirt event. Keener loves mile 
racing and was more than a little 
disappointed when he broke his leg at 
the Peoria TT. San Jose suits Keener's 
style and he'll be looking for a spot in 
the winner's circle. 

Harley-Davidson's newest addition, 
Ted Boody, could be a spoiler this 
year. Boody, in only his second expert 
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season, does not like to be behind 
anyone on the track and that trait 
could upset the plans of a lot of riders 
including Springsteen, Roberts and 
Scott. Ted says he wants to win them; 
all and San Jose is the place to start; 

Of the non-factory sponsored riders 
entered at San Jose, a number bear, 
watching. The mile can be anybody's 
ballgame with a few breaks. 

Mike Kidd will be aboard a miler, 
built and tuned by Mert Lawwill- 
Mike won one of the Indy miles last) 
year on Mert's Harley, which proved it 
could run with and beat the 
Milwaukee factory iron. Kidd is 
enthusiastic about riding the bike (on 
the miles) this year and predicts the 
factory boys better watch out. 

Mert Lawwill went into “semi 
retirement" after last year's 
Indianapolis Nationals because of 
reoccurring problems caused by an 
inner ear infection. He now is 
apparently back to 100%. Mert has 
been giving thought to quitting 
entirely and devoting his time 
exclusively to tuning and his Mert 
Lawwill Products business. San Jose 
may change those plans. 

Gene Romero had plans to run only 
the miles this year under his Evel 
Knievel sponsorship and spend the rest 
of his time in four wheel competition. 
Second thoughts have changed Gene's 
original decision. He now wants to 
make 1977 his 10th consecutive year in 
the top 10 in the point standings. 

Hank Scott carries the dark horse 
label again this year. Rumors are that 
Shell Thuet has built a new Yamaha! 
bike/engine combination to debut at 
San Jose. Thuet was one of the few 
people who received a set of special 
OW72 heads last year, which he may 
have spent the winter getting into 
shape. In any case the Scott/Thuet 
combination, with the exception of 
Roberts, are the only people around to. 
make the Yamaha really work. 

Steve Eklund, last season's Rookie of 
the Year, will be Harley-mounted for 
San Jose. His machinery proved to bea 
little short-fused last year on the miles, 
but nevertheless quick. 

San Jose will also be the first real 
meeting for the riders who are after 
Rookie of the Year honors. Scott 
Pearson and Garth Brow dominated, 
respectively, the West and East Coast 
junior action last season and now they 
get a chance to lock horns heads up: 

Diane Cox had her best ride of the 
1976 at the Fall San Jose when Gary 
Scott loaned her his spare Harleys 
Diane showed she could really hang it 
out when using a top notch piece of 
equipment. This year she may have a 
Harley and wants to gun for a history- 
making spot on the grid of the 
National. 

Rex Beauchamp finds himself this 
season without the benefit of full 
factory sponsorship of Harley- 
Davidson for 1977 and consequently 
may cut down his expenses by not 
traveling to San Jose. He was not 
shown on the pre-entry list. 

Greg Sassaman, also without the 
benefit of full sponsorship from 
Harley, will definitely not be at San 
Jose. Greg is currently under 
suspension by the AMA for riding at 
Houston with a proper license. He will 
return to action at Louisville. 

There are many other riders who 
could make a mark at San Jose with 
the right breaks. 

In any case, San Jose will be the 
place to be (May 15) to see the first 
chapter in the reoccurring saga of 
"When the green flag drops, the 
bullshit stops. e. 











Val Tamietti 


Born in Pasadena on October 28, 1956, Val "Tami'' Tamietti, 20 years 
old, has already captured the coveted £1 Continental Moto-Sport 
Club (CMC) plate. 

Val started racing six years ago on a 125 Yamaha MX at 
Deadman's Point, which he suggests was named after those who 
tried to race the early Yam MXer. After turning Intermediate at Lyons 
Raceway he went on to become a Pro at Irwindale in 1974. 

Currently campaigning several. Maicos, with the support of Maico 
West, Val is excited about his racing future. Helping “Tami” with 
race preparation and fine tuning is Wheelsmith, “the Maico 
Masters.” Probably the happiest Pro in the pits on any given Sunday 
is this handsome Italian. Just three months ago Val married Debi, as 
he put it, “my main wrench and support crew.” Local racing is a 
family affair with both sisters and father usually in attendance. To 
keep in shape Val works about three days a week at Mercury Fence 
in Baldwin Park, owned by his father. 

In Val's future — he already is an AMA license holder — are 
several 250 class support races at the 500 Nationals. Needed are the 
valuable points that allow him to compete in the coming big AMA- 
sanctioned races including the Carlsbad Grand Prix Support class 
and as many of the Trans-AMA Support races as possible. Val has 
expressed some disappointment in the fact that he already went 
through the expense of obtaining a license and doesn’t have 
anywhere to race locally to pick up points in AMA races. With a 
large part of the motocross talent today coming from California it's 
unfortunate that an overwhelming percentage of the Nationals and 
the Support races, which replaced the qualifiers in points 
distribution, are held in the east. 

His favorite rider besides "'. . . all the Maico riders," is Brad Lackey. 

At this early point in his career the biggest accomplishment has 
been winning the CMC £1 Plate in the very competitive California 
organization. With a background like this Val looks forward to a 
"decent" showing in the Suppoit races he has entered that will open 
the door to the Stadium Series next year and possibly the Nationals.

Part II: Young Roger's passion for 


Roger was still attending the Rue Bourden 
primary school in Vede when the first symptoms of 


And it was Roger, with 5F on his number plate, 
who made it through the section in the shortest 
time, and without making a foot-down "dab." 
Such were the beginnings of his career in 
motorcycle competition. 

By the time of the actual trials event, Roger was 
standing at the observed section when the first 
riders came through. He stayed there, never 
dreaming of abandoning his vantage point until 
he saw the last rider make it through the section. 
It was a wet, bitter day. Rain and snow fell 
intermittently, driven by a steady wind. Roger 
stood stoically in the weather, rooted in place, 
entranced by the efforts of the riders traversing 
the section. When called for the mid-day meal, 
the major eating event for Belgin families, Roger 
did not go. He didn't want to miss even a minute 
of observing his first trials. 


Roger, still sitting behind the desk in Belgian 
primary school, dreamed more and more of 
motorcycles and their famed competition riders; a 
lot more than he could get excited over grammar, 
arithmetic, history, or geography. His young 
passion for two-wheeled racing machines began to 
grow even more rapidly when his father became 
the owner of a motorcycle, which he used to ride 
to work. 

When Papa DeCoster went on the night shift, 
first that "Sarolea," machine; then a British 
Norton; followed by a Belgian FN were Roger's all 
day. He spent most of each day studying and 
fiddling with the succession of motorcycles, like 
alluring yet still inaccessible ripe fruits. At least 
from this point on, it became certain that young 
Roger's life could follow only one path. 

When he was 12 years old, he wangled a job as 
one of the helpers around the garage of Joseph 
Leick, located on the road to Waterloo. After they 
were repaired or tuned up, Roger would road test 
the motorized bicycles common in Belgium. It was 
here he earned the privilege, becoming equal to 
his older friends in status and abilities, to straddle 
the little bikes as he putted over the nearby paths 
and byways on test runs. 

"With these machines, I was lying on the 
ground more often than I was up on two wheels,” 
Roger remembers with a grin. “It became the 
most common sight for my parents to have me 
come into the house with my clothes torn to rags, 
bruised and generally battered. It was evident that 
I had fallen off a motor bike, but my parents 
didn't know I was/test-riding the velos out of the 
Leick garage, or that 1 was riding my friend's 
bike. 

“The big secret couldn't last forever. One day, 
it was a Wednesday afternoon, I got my father's 
FN from the.alcove where he kept it and rolled it 
out on the street. A few seconds later, I had the 
motor running. 1 couldn't just sit there; the 
temptation was too strong. But 1 hadn't covered 
more than 50 yards of ground before 1 lost control 
of the machine. It was the first full-size motorcycle 
I'd ever been on and I couldn't keep it balanced. 

“My father jumped out of bed and ran out of 
the house. I still remember the beating I got. I 
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an irresistible passion for two-wheeled motor 
vehicles began to appear. 

A day of total happiness came for him when, 
right near his house at the Cafe de la Montague, a 
checkpoint for the “24 Hours of Schaerbeek” was 
set up. This was an event counting towards the

their bellysful of high explosives; during 
those days of yearning for the freedom lost years 
before to the German occupier; a young married 
couple, Albert and Florence DeCoster (nee 
Mommaerts), settled into the apartment above the 
butchershop on the roadway to Gand, a suburb of 
Brussels, Belgium to await the birth of their first 
child. 

The child, who proved to be a big baby boy, 
arrived August 28, 1944. He was baptized with the 
Christian name of Roger. 

In 1945, the DeCoster family moved to a house 
on the Rue England in Vede, Belgium, where 
Roger, in a family environment that provided a 
reasonably good life for post-war Europe, took 
his first steps. Soon, however, he was not alone in 
filling the DeCoster home with infant cries. In 
1946, twin boys were born: Andre and Luc. In 
September of 1949, a fourth son, Daniel, came 
into the world. Finally in April of 1952, as Roger 
anticipated celebrating his eighth birthday, the 
last of five boy children, Armand, made his trip to 
the baptismal font in the church of Vede. 

The boys had, as they grew, a built-in set of 
playmates, but the DeCoster boys’ games always 
included the numerous buddies they attracted — 
all of them racketing noisily around the house in 
Vede. 


national motorcycle rally championship. He did 
not intend to miss seeing this event for anything. 
And it was, of course, impossible that he should go 
to bed during the running of the “Schaerbeek 24 
Hours.” Young Roger watched, fascinated, as the 
riders came in to get their route sheets marked all 
during the day and night, and as they roared off 
to the next checkpoint. 


His days of happiness were doubled when the 
Observed Trial of Lonkebeek was run. For this 
skill event, in which riders try to negotiate 
especially difficult terrain sections (called traps) 
without putting a foot down, the organizers ran 
one of the observed sections right outside the walls 
of the DeCoster house. 


For days before the event, and for weeks 
afterwards, the neighborhood was filled with the 
sound of youngsters imitating motorcycle engines 
as they charged up and down the dirt and rock 
piles like the grownup trial riders. There were, of 
course, crude paper "numberplates" attached to 
the handlebars of their "trials" bicycles. 

Roger pulled his buddies at every opportunity 
to the observed section of the trial by his house 
where he organized an impromptu bicycle 
competition.

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had to solemnly swear that I wouldn't do it 
anymore. 

“It turned out to be just as well. I didn't want to 
risk another ‘frosting’ and from then on I 
contended myself with engines more my size: 
'velos' (the motorized bicycles) or the lightweight 
bikes like the paratroops used to carry messages. 
These were the first bikes I rode that I learned to 
master." 

Roger continued into middle school for two 
years at the Institute St. Pierre. By now he was 14 
years old. His knowledge, at least in motorcycling, 
was enriched through two experiences. First, he 
bought his own motorcycle. The other experience 
was witnessing his first World Championship 


motocross. Prophetically, he stood near the start ME 
as the steel gate dropped for the 500cc Grand Prix ™ 


of Belgium on the "Citadel" circuit in Namur. 

Roger DeCoster's first motorcycle, which he was 
in fact co-proprietor of (by contributing to its 
purchase, with a friend, in the amount of 500 
francs), was a British Triumph 650. 

"My parents didn't get word of the scheme. As 
far as they were concerned, the bike I sometimes 
rode was my buddy's. Mounted on top of that 
Triumph, which didn't have registration or a 
license plate — a luxury we just couldn't afford — 
and whose lighting system didn't wait long before 
failing completely, we went cannoning through 
the neighborhoods near the house. And of course, 
we didn't go unnoticed for very long because we 
fiddled around with the exhaust pipes to make 
them as noisy as possible. We thought the twin- 
cylinder rumble was music. The bike made such a 
roar that the local constable, Charles by name, 
tried every possible way to nail us. Each time he 


did, the same scene unfolded. Charles, shaking his 4% > 


finger menacingly, would lecture us about the 
consequences the next time he caught us going so 
fast. He would warn us: "This is the last time . . . 
Charles often repeated his threat to us: "This is the 
last time . . .' He was a good sort. He seemed to 
enjoy following our progress of evolution at the 


controls of that Triumph. It was a real day of | 


mourning when we had to sell that motorcycle." 


Roger sees his first World Championship 
When Roger made the round trip, by bicycle, 


in August of 1958, from his home to the "Citadel" | 


of Namur to see his first 500cc Belgian Grand 
Prix, it isn't strictly correct to speak of the trip as a 
"first" for the young hopeful from Uccle. Many 
times before, going secretly by himself, he had 
seen motocross, but never a World Championship 
Grand Prix.

$ and Trades in Brussels. Then, according to the 


memories of Papa DeCoster: 
"One evening in mid-December of 1962, Roger 


` came home and announced that he wasn't going 


to school anymore. I knew it was useless to try and 
force him. So I consented. Then I asked him what 


* he intended doing. Roger was going to try for a 


job with Contigea [a large Belgian industrial 
concern]. 

At this time it was pretty clear that Roger was 
already destined for a career in the motorcycle 
sport. In that same year, at the controls of a 50cc 
velo, Roger won his first competition event. 
Competition began to occupy a more important 
place in his life.

Baker tops slim field in Spain

JARAMA, SPAIN, APR. 24 


American Steve Baker moved 


into the lead in the new For- 
mula 750cc World Champion- 


ship 
round at Jarama, near Madrid 
on Sunday. In the end, it was a 
convincing victory, but only af- 
ter Dutchman Boet van Dulmen 
had crashed when leading. 

Boet was unhurt by the tumble, only 
disappointed, and who can blame him 
for his unhappiness. With just over 15 
laps to go in the 60 lap battle, he was 
still nine seconds ahead of Baker who 
had had a lengthy refueling stop. 

"The new quick filler is a real 
Mickey Mouse job,” explained Bob 
Work after the race. “It didn't put 
enough fuel into the tank, and then 
when the filler was pulled out, it dum- 
ped a couple of gallons over Steve, the 
bike and the pit road." 


With the fear that the fuel might _

have got onto the tyres Steve was reluc- 
tant to hurry, once back in the fray. 


"I kept watching the pit board and 
the gap didn't seem to be coming 
down much. It was 16 seconds for a 
few laps, then 15 seconds for ages, but 
once I passed Christian Sarron it came 
down a second a lap till it was nine, 
and I could see Boet. I started to get 
excited and had to tell myself to slow 
down,” said Steve. 


But then Boet braked too hard at 
the first double right hander after the 
pits, and went down. It was cruel luck. 
His start money had been a miserable 
$65, and Boet had hoped for a few 
dollars more, and some championship 
points to make the trip worth while. 


_ He got neither. 





The British Kawasaki pair of Mick 
Grant and Barry Ditchburn didn’t win 
a peseta or a point either. Their 
misfortune was as great as van 
Dulmen's. 

Mick Grant, lying third behind the 
leader Baker and van Dulmen in the 
closing stages was caught by French 
youngster Christian Sarron, and with 
this extra incentive, Mick quickened 
the pace and began to overhaul the 
Dutchman. But then, when lapping 
tailenders Mick went too wide, ran off 
the circuit into the dirt, and slid off 
at walking pace. 


He was ready, and willing to start 
again, but not able, for the carbs had 
sucked a shovel full of dirt in. 


Mick's team mate in the Kawasaki 
squad, Barry Ditchburn, after a 
lightning getaway in third spot, had 
dropped back, till he found his second 
wind. Then he began to move back up 
the field until he fought his way 
through to fifth spot. 


Then, dramatically with just over a 
lap to go, his engine faltered and he 
pulled into the pits with a silent 
engine, for more fuel. The bike restar- 
ted, but went just a couple of hundred 
yards, before going bang. For all his 








efforts he wasn't placed, because he 
hadn't seen the checkered flag. 

Second place finisher Christian 
Sarron was his usual impressive self. 
He had given his pit crew a big scare 
after disappearing soon after losing 
second spot to Baker, after the fuel 
stop. 
But he had slid off at the same slow 
left hander at the back of the pits that 
caught him out in practice, and he was 
quickly on his feet and back in the 
race. 

With the thought firmly in his mind 
that future mistakes were to be 
avoided Christian wisely settled for 
second place, once poor Boet had been 
off, and the 12 championship points 
lifts the French soldier into third place 
in the table. 

Only 16 riders started the race, and 
only nine finished. Australian Jack 
Findlay, deceptively quick, while 
looking as if he was just going down 
the road to post a letter had to surren- 
der seventh place, and a good chance 
of an even higher finishing spot, when 
the ignition failed on the Obex Oil 
Yamaha. 

His teammate, Alex George, 
though, kept going. His wrist, broken 
at Imola was very sore, and the Scot- 
sman was happy to see the checkered 
flag in fifth spot. 

Alex was glad to go the full 200 
kilometers, but revealed that the bike, 
fitted with 36mm Lectron carbs was a 
trifle overjetted for the day, with tem- 
peratures soaring into the upper 
eighties. 

The sun brought out a bigger 
crowd than many had anticipated. 
Twenty five thousand Spaniards tur- 
ned up for the entertainment, and 
despite a rniserable commentary, the 
crowd applauded politely when Baker 
swept past young Sarron past the 
grandstands, and also when Sarron re- 
appeared after his tumble. 

Third home, behind Baker and 
Sarron was Hubert Rigal. For the last 
ten laps of the 60 lap event he had a 
real ding dong with Swiss star Philippe 
Coulon, but it was Rigal, by almost 
two seconds at the flag. 

Rigal might have been higher too, if 
he hadn't stopped his engine on the 
start line when the temperature on the 
water gauge soared, while the pack 
waited for Christian Estrosi to cure a 
flooding carb. The flag fell with 
Rigal's engine dead. But once in ac- 
tion Hubert roared through the pack 
in fine style. 

Estrosi wasn't so lucky. He went 
away on three cylinders, and though 
he had moved up a few places, he 
stopped after eight laps-aware that it 
was a losing battle. 


First of the 16 to pull out was a local 
runner Francisco Roman, on a big 
Ducati, dragged in to make the num- 
bers up. He did five laps. 


It was a gruelling race. The Jarama 
circuit, though only 2.21 miles long, 
has 15 bends a lap, and even the fittest 
of riders was tired at the end of the 
almost 100 minute long affair. 

"I wouldn't have liked to have gone 
on much further," admitted Baker af- 
terwards. 

But full credit, then, to Britisher 
Piers Forester who kept plugging away 
on his Yamaha. He finished four laps 
down on the winners, but his eighth 
place earned him three championship 
points, and more to the point he was 
lapping quicker at the end of the race, 
than at the beginning. 

Baker, delighted ‘with his win went 
off to Austria and his battle in the 
500cc class with Sheene, while poor 
Christian, the runner-up, faced 
another week of square bashing! 2

As six year old Jason 
Daiels put it, “It was hilly, sandy, 
rocky and the rocks were the best 
part." Even though Jason was riding 
his first enduro and had a lot of spark 
plug problems with his Yamaha Mini 
Enduro, he's sure he will try it again. 

The speeds averaged from 14 to 18 
miles an hour over a course consisting 
of fairly deep sand, a few good rocky 
sections and a couple of uphills which 
were spotted with boulders, bushes 
and rocks. 

If riders were observant, they may 
have noticed the eagle's nest which 
contained three baby eagles tucked 
underneath the second train track 
tunnel on the far right side just before 
a sharp left turn.

Hendrixs wins 
wet, cold, tough 
D-36 Moonshiner 
Enduro

OAK RUN, CA, MAY 1 

Unofficial results give George 
Hendrix, District 36’s top enduro 
rider, the overall win aboard 
his IT400D Yamaha at the 


Third Annual Moonshiner Enduro 
with a score of 17 points. Second place 
went to Husky rider Charlie Marshall 
who finished with 23 points. 

Some 300 more riders straggled in 
behind the leaders or found their way 
back to camp through the rain, sleet 
and snow from whatever point on the 
86-mile course they decided to pack it 
in. 

The rain began Saturday evening 
and continued for the next 24 hours in 
spurts and put the final touch to a 
course which was pretty rugged in the 
first place. Right off the start there 
was a long, steep, slippery downhill 
through the woods which had even the 
experts wide-eyed. Before the first 
check at 10.2 miles there two very 
snotty hills which ended many rider's 
hopes of staying on their minute. 
These uphills stalled nearly everyone 
and put perhaps 20% of the 
contestants out of the action 
altogether. For those who made it, 
there was a place called the “rock pile” 
to get over and again there was a 


bottleneck. These obstacles would 
have been little trouble under the 
prevalent drought conditions. The 


rain made them nearly impassable and 
the order of the day was to find an 
altenate route with the resulting 
confusion and» danger from riders 
going backwards on the course. Some 
members of the point crew decided to 
change the route around a couple of 
the bad spots thereby possibly giving 
the people who by passed the 








bottlenecks an unfair advantage over 
those who pushed over the top. Two 
protests were lodged. It was thought at 
first that a rider in the B or C class 
might take the overall trophies from 
the A riders who bore the full brunt of 
the rough terrain: however most of the 
experts either found ways around or 


` struggled through and were soon in 


the lead again. 

The gas check was 46 miles out and 
the course was more conservative for 
the next 20 miles or so — a lot of fire 
road. But as the same time the rain 
began to fall and it became colder and 
then it began to hail. Hail pettets 
whipping into one's face discouraged 
speed, but some riders could handle it 
never the less. 

The pace slowed before the finish as 
the trail entered the great dismal 
swamp ~ a stretch of mud holes which 
might have been the scene for canoe 
races. One hole in particular claimed 
a high toll of watered out machines 
and doused enduro riders. There was a 
slippery log before the pool and it was 
easy to nose dive from the log into the 
water when reflexes are numbed from 
the cold and hand/eye coordination is 
sloppy. More than a few riders were 
brought to a stop just a few miles from 
the end and had to wait for the 
sweepers. The course finished up with 
a sprint through the pines and a short 
jog up the ridge where the camp site 
was located. It had been a day of high 
speed averages, and nearly impassable 
obstacles. More riders got back to 
camp by way of escape routes than 
actually finished. Those finisher pins 
will probably be collector's items. 

It was an excellent enduro. Well 
marked, accurate in time and distance 
and imaginatively laid out. The 
Redding Dirt Riders have previously 
run the Whiskeytown Enduro with 
much success. Their latest effort was 
nearly killed at the start by 
“Environmentalist Objections”. The 
private property (Kimberly-Clark 
Paper Products) was opened up 
without any problems but someone 
demanded an environmental impact 
report be made at the last moment. 
The club hurried through various 














mectings and pages of paper work to 
get permission for the event. It was 
right down to the wire and everything 
was OK. d on Friday and the word 
went out to come on up and ride. 

7 One big problem concerned routing 
the course around the fringes of a wild 
turkey nesting area. Fortunately the 
lay out crew had gone around the area 
anyway and the Fish and Game people 
were happy. The residents of Oak Run 
were worried about an invasion of 
chain toting, leather vested, chopper 
riding heavies. A few hours of show 
and tell convinced these good people 
that enduro riders are a lot like 
everyone else who uses the forest lands. 
The local volunteer fire men arranged 
to sell breakfast and hot snacks to the 
riders - they made a few bucks and the 
riders could save themselves the 
trouble of cooking in the morning. 
Hopefully they'll welcome the Redding 
Dirt Riders back,next year when they 
plan to put on a National Enduro.

What do you do when your best 
buddy takes the crash and burn 
of his life? It's definitely some- 
thing you will never forget! What 
do you do when you are stuck out in 
the tulies and your best buddy is 
unconscious and you don't know what 
else is wrong with him? lt scares the 
crap out of you and it happened to me 
while riding April 16. 

First, a little history. I have been 
riding for several years, and can hold 
my own racing. A few months ago, a 
good friend decided to get into biking. 
He is three years younger than I am 
and started to follow me around. For 
the second time I loaned him an old 
scooter to go riding on. He just got 
good enough to ride over his head and 
not realize it. 

We loaded up and went riding, 
started goofing around before heading 
out on the trails.

A steep downhill was on the 
other side. A witness estimated he was 
30 feet off the ground. When his flight 
ended he put both hands out to break 
the fall. 

In addition to breaking both of his 
arms the fall gave him a concussion. 
He was out like a light when 1 got to 
him a minute or two after the big 
event. One or two riders were already 
at the scene. All I could think of was to 
keep him from moving and to send for 
help. Fortunately. one of the riders 
there was a Boy Scout leader and knew 
enough about first-aid to handle the 
situation. 

Another rider contacted the police 
for an ambulance on the C.B. The 
Boy Scout leader brought a blanket 
and some bandage wrapping from his 
truck. About then my buddy was 
starting to regain consciousness and 
was feeling the pain. Using rags and 
gloves we padded his hands and 
splinted them up to his elbows. Until 
the police and an ambulance arrived 
we had a hard time keeping the little 
guy still.

When anyone has been knocked 
that hard in the head, it is hard to 
make them understand that they have 
to keep still. You never know how 
serious the injuries are or if there are 
any internal injuries. 

Nothing will ever match the relief I 
felt when the ambulance rolled up and 
a couple of qualified nurses jumped 
out. When the nurse said my buddy 
was gonna be alright I finally started 
to feel a lot better — he really had me 
worried for a while. 

The police asked a sea of questions 
about how it happened, which bike it 
was, was he wearing his helmet? And 
others. The ambulance was on its way 
to the hospital and the police helped 
me load the bikes, and-told me they 
would get a hold of my buddy's 
parents. 

I learned a lot of things from this 
experience. First aid is invaluable to 
know and that I am going to take .a 
course in such. Also, taking an 
inexperienced rider out riding requires 
you to take it easy and not let them 
out-ride themselves. Some newcomers 
don’t know when to quit trying. Keep 
a close eye on a beginner who is riding 
with you. Whenever unsure of the 
extent of the injuries, keep them quiet 
until help gets there. It’s tough to keep 
them quiet, but it's important. 

I would also like to express extreme 
thanks to Bob Hamilton, the Boy 
Scout leader who helped with his 
knowledge of first aid. My buddy will 
spend three months in casts, but would 
have been much worse off without the 
help of Hamilton. e.
